I talked with 


this morning by phone

and relayed to him OCI’s concern over the fact that 
there seem to be no arrangements for an exchange of 
TALENT information within the community. Reports 
from army and navy working groups in HTAUTOMAT are 
available, but final, fully evaluated, all-source intel- 
ligence reports from the service intelligence units are 
not being exchanged. Furthermore, the absence of an air 
force working group in HTAUTOMAT means that we have no 
sure way of learning air force views deriving from the 
implications of TALENT material. 

I explained that I was calling as a result of 

suggestion that since the problem rests 


at least as much with the DD/I as with Mr. Bissell, 
it might best not be raised at a future meeting of the 
ARC until such time as the DD/I had given it some thought. 

said the responsibility rested almost solely 

with the DD/I, and that he would see to it 


that the problem would be among the first on the agenda 
of an early meeting of the Utilization Board, which will 
meet for the first time soon.
